= Rev. Mr. VanPammel,—Dxar Sir: 
—We are glad to receive the above 
letter of inquiry. It affords us an op- 
portunity to explain our position, and 
also to ask aw explanation of certain 
apparent or real unenviable political 
phenomena presented, not only by the 
people of your charge, but largely by 
good and true Catholics. everywhere. 
And before answering your main ques- 
tion, we will say you are right in infer- 
ing that we do not endorse every arti- 
ele that we publish. Nor do we con- 
ceive it our duty to explain our position 
on every article we re print from other 
papers or receive from correspondents. 
Asa class our readers are intelligent 
men and women. They have minds of 
_ their own and can safely be trusted to 
sift and weigh sentiments and opinions 
that widely differ from the political or 
religious views which they entertain.— 
As Republicans they are not so weak- 
kneed as to be afraid or ashamed to 
read Demociatic papers. As Demo- 
erats they have no fears of being pois- 
ened or contaminated by the perusal 
of Republican papers. As religious 
men they do do not startle at an open 
bible. They do not apprehend any 
very serious consequences if they sho’d 
be caught in a Catholic meeting, or 
with a Catholic or Protestant paper or 
book in their possession. They are in- 
dependent men and women, possessing 
abroad Catholic spirit. Hence, you 
will often see re-prints from other jour- 
nals and extracts from other speeches, 
and a publication of current facts in 
the Commercial which we editorially do 
not endorse or disclaim, leaving it for 
the good sense of our readers to dis- 
eriminate and receive or reject upon 
their own merits. 

Now for the answer to your question. 
We endorse the article to which you 
allude this much : 

“Bound together by the tie of a com- 
mon faith that allows political and re- 
figious headship in a foreign potentate, 
all secrets developed through the con- 
fessional, without mental culture they 
constitute a unit to be worked by one 
string in the hands of the priestly body. 
It has been the misfortune of the Irish 
Watholics to have been united, not only 
against Protestantism, but against all 
those ideas of freedom and equality 
that should be the birthright of every 
American citizen. They haveto aman 
Been in favor of slavery; they are now 
wnited to a man in their denial of suf- 
frage to the blacks.” 

The writer isa little but not far wide 
ofthe mark in the statement that “they 

the;Catholics) constitute a unit to be 
worked by one string in the hands of 
the priestly body.” The Fenians we 
believe, in spite of the unit, concentra- 
ted priestly sway, have recently sprung 
up and are rapidly increasing in num- 
Bers: It remains to be seem whether 
the charm of centuries is to be breken 
and the Ferian organization remain in- 
vact,—gravitating by the power of lib- 
eral principles, to the political and 
moral redemption of the “little spot 
across the sea,” or by the magic influ- 
ence of priestly anathemas, sanctified 
and rendered imperious by ages of 
superstitious obedience, succumb and 
disband. Hitherto, in the history of 
our country you must acknowledge 
that religiously and politically this 
sway has been unbroken. Again, we 
: will. not say that to a man Catholics 
have endorsed slavery, but so nearly 
wuanimously have they been allied to 
the pro-slavery party of this country, 
and opposed the progress of anti-sla- 
very principles, that for all practical 
purposes they may be considered a 
wnit against. “freedom and equality, 
which should be the birthright of ev- 
ery American citizen.” Who but Irish- 
men and Irish Catholics have wickedly 
and most eruely mobbed and murdered 
negro women and children in our larger 
cities? But the Borean ice of preju- 
diee is being gradually dissolved by 
the war. For instance, in the case of 
that manly hero warrior, Gen. Mea- 
gher, (see an extract from his speech 
in another column.) It is undeniable. 
Catholics as a body oppose negro eiti- 
zenship.

‘many good and patriotic citizens are 


greatly alarmed. We do not profess 
to. be of the number. The progress of 
| liberalizing principles under such a 
government as ours must surely, tho’ 
perhaps, slowly snap asunder the withes 
of prejudice, and the bands of a relig- 
ious superstition, whether grained in 
by pope or priestly teachers or inculca- 
ted by kingly power or slavemongers. 
Truth. shall triamph, and by it. shall 
the nations yet be made free. The late 
| and rapid growth of the Fenian organ- 
| ization athwart the pathway of pope, 
bishop and priest composed of the cream 
of Ireland’s bravest and noblest sons is 
calculated to banish our fears. It is 
remarkable that the Fenians have been 
able to enroll so many members in op- 
position to the pope, and when rigidly 
excluded from the sacraments. Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, of St. Louis, has for- 
bidden the funeral of a Fenian in St. 
Patrick’s Church in that city. He says: 

I use this occasion to state publicly 
what I have uniformly stated in private 
conversation, that. the members of the 
Fenian Brotherhood, men or women, 
are not admissible to the sacraments of 
the Church as long as they are united 
with that association. 

We do not wish it to be understood 
that we approve or disapprove the Fe- 
nian organization. We allude to the 
sudden uprising of the Fenians to show 
how impossible under a government, 
like ours is the long continued sway of 
a centralizing, religious faith, holding 
the minds and consciences of its fol- 
lowers in shackles. It isjust as impos- 
sible for a political party to doit. Un- 
der democratic Institutions men will 
burst the fetters that bind them. Sla- 
very and cotton in 1860is king. In 
1864 none so poor as to do them rever- 
ence. America is democratic, and 
while she is she can never be chained 
to the car of pope, bishop or priest, 
whether under a Catholic or Protestant 
garb.

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THE YORK SOLDIERS AID SOCIETY. 


The ladies of York, feeling the duty 
which was resting upon them, to do all 
they could to relieve the suffering he- 
roes who were brought to languish in 
hospitals, organized June 18th, 1864, a 
society which was called the York Sol- 
dier’s Aid Society. During the summer 
and autumn which followed its organi- 
zation, the society met every alternate 
week; but through the winter society 
thought best to meet monthly, until a 
call from a Christian Commission came 
asking for funds; to which time we 
met as we had formerly done semi- 
monthly. Since the organization of 
the society until June 23d, 1865, the 
society had raised $127,00, besides 
sending articles of clothing and veget- 
ables, twenty-one barrels, to the sol- 
diers, — through the United States 
Christian Commission. The great work 
which had been going on for four 
years seemed accomplished, and it was 
thought best to discontinue the meet- 
ings of the society, but after the boys 
who had gone from York had returned, 
the ladies should welcome them by 
preparing what was termed a soldier’s 
reception, which took place on the 
premises of J. U. Fuller, Aug. 12th.— 
The day was beautiful, and there seem- 
ed nothing lacking which had a ten- 
dency to add joy and happiness to the 
occasion which we were celebrating. 

Gen. Cutcheon was present, (and 
was introduced to the audience by the 
President, Mr. Wm. Dexter,) and pro- 
ceeded to2make some very appropriate 
remarks,upon the principles upon which 
our government is founded taking the 
position that the declaration of inde- 
pendence should be construed in its 

| broadest sense—and clearly exhibiting 
the effort by the rebels to overthrow 
those principles. And closed by plain- 
ly demonstrating that those, who, so 
freely and nobly used the bayonet and 
the bullet in defense of the. country, 
should have the privilege of the ballot, 
regardless of wealth or color. 

The York Brass Band was present, 
and the occasion was enlivened by mu- 
sic both vocal and instrumental. The 
tables were loaded with what any one 
could ask for in the line of eatables.— 
The soldiers and all seemed to enjoy 
the festivities and participate in the 
pleasures of the day. Every one pres- 
ent did what they could to make all 

happy, and it was a grand success.

But 
to-day, after long years of suffering by 
you, traitors have been © made 
to submit, and they have trailed their 
banner in the dust, and been driven 
from the field of conflict in shame and 
disgrace. They raised their arm against 
a government of right, and now stand 
powerless, and a traitor’s just punish- 
ment is theirs. Your work is. nobly 
done, the deeds you have accomplished 
will be handed down to coming gener- 
ations on. the pages of history, and 
words of praise and honor will meet 
you from every lover of the Union.

There is nothing like the let alone sys- 
tem, and above all, for all sorts of ev- 
ergreen trees. With very assistance, 
nature will do all the pruning that is 
required. Ofevergteens, do not cut 
away tne lower limbs till you make 
your tree like a big broom, with the 
handle stuck in the ground. In all pru- 
ning of fruit or ornamental trees, or 
shrubs or vines, do not make a cut till 
you think what for, with what object, 
and what will be the effect. this is al- 
ways necessary to prevent ove-pru- 
ning. 

. Never prune an apple tree in the 
months of March, April, or May. All 
the borers in the world do not commit 
half the havoc in our orchards that the 
pruning-knife and saw do, to apply to 
the wrong season of the year. 

I am an advocate for pruning young 
trees in summer with the thumb ard 
finger, or a pocket-knife, so constant y 
ahd regularly that they will not need 
the saw. If that must be applied let 
it be in mid summer. With me that 
course is the most successfull.—Solon 
Robinson’s New Book. 


THUMB AND FINGER PRUNING. 


This is the best of all pruning. It 
does not disturb nature. Itis, im near- 
ly all cases, done judiciously. Itmust 
be done when the shoots are in a soft 
and succulent state. It is done to reg- 
ulate the growth, the form of the tree. 
If a branch grows too rapidly, is likely 


to usurp too much sapce, it must be 


pinched back to allow the rest of the 
tree to: come forward. Every tree can 
be made. symmetrical and perfect in 


| form by å little care in pinching in, if 


done when the tree is young. Every 
one can prune in this way. Itrequirs 
no particular skill—only the exercise 
The finest 
standard peartrees we ever saw never 
had a knife or saw aboutthem. ‘The 
thumb and forefinger had only been us- 
ed. The trees belonged to Wm. San- 
ders, of Germantown, Penn., one of the 
first horticulturists in the country. He 
has now charge of the Government 
Gardens in Washington City. Rub 
off all unnecessary buds that grow in a 
tree—and remove as they appear. This 
keeps the tree clean, and the growth in 
the proper channels. It is easily done.

HORSES. 


-Do not over-drive horses in. hot} 
| weather. Never allow a horse to drink 
| when warm, unless he is to be kept 


moving as usual. Wherethey are sta- 
bled during hot weather, clean the sta- 
ble often, htter well, and allow each 
animal to have a breathing hole in the 
window or wall before him, if possible. 


Some horses gall very. easily beneath | 


the collar and harness, during hot 
weather, where the parts do not fit well. 
Wash the wounds with clean water, 
and apply a paste made of white lead 
and linseed oil. Then provide collar 
or harness that will not chafe. The 
comfort of working horses may be mueh 
promoted, while in the harness, by 
hanging strips of cloth to the harness 
so as to dangle about their. fore legs.
